An over-confident Newport had their high hopes of 
taking their first Werribee Football League premiership

On the sec- 
ond day heaters arrived, 
portable kerosene, ‘and the’ 
windows were fixed.

As each year passed, the 


_ School accommodation became 


more acute, until in 1961 with 
419 pupils the school expand- 
ed to 11 classrooms. The 
canteen now selling pies, 
ibread rolls, ice creams, drinks 
and sweets had to be extend- 
ed. The Cuisenaire method 
of teaching numbers was now 
introduced to the infant 
grades. 

Still another “classroom was 
needed in 1963. This year 
(1965) we have 530 pupils at- 
tending Seaholme School. 
Throughout these years since 
1952 Seaholme School has 
made itself known and felt 
throughout the district. 

Many thanks are due ito 
our teaching staff for the 
athletic accomplishments of 
our pupils. The ‘staff has 
given many hours of their 
own time coaching our pupils 
for athletic competitions. 

The State schools of Wil- 
liamstown and Yarraville dis- 
tricts were made to sit-up and 
take notice of the small Sea- 
tholme school.
